Specitically the Act provides that committees must fiie semi-annual statements no later than July
31 for the pertod ending June 30, and no later than Fanuary 31 for the period ending December
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Your actions violated the Act because vou have failed to file 4 semi-annual statement by

hanuary *1 and December 31 of every vear since March 23, 2005,
